The despatch of Genetal Sir Douglas Haig today shows that 
the steady pressure of the British arms is forcing an ever-deepening 
salient into the German lines and the commander-in-chief for the 
first time produces evidence in the shape of documents captured from 
the Germans giving testimony as to the high price the Germans are 


paying in casualties. 


The British have improved their position along almost 
whole of their lines of the battle front, capturing by assault 1,500 
yards of German second line positions north of the Bassentin-Le-Petit 
woods, a strong German position at the Waterlot 
Longueval and Guillemont, besides completing the capture of the 
whole of the village of Ovillers La Boisselle,

The news from the eastern front today was equally important. 
General Kuroputkin has launched an offensive against Field Marshal 
Von Hindenburg on the Dvina river, and General Von Linsingen’s 
troops southwest of Lutsk have been compelled to retire behind the 
Lipa river, while in the course of Sunday’s fighting in Volhynia the 
Russians captured an additional 13,000 prisoners and thirty guns. 


General Von Liusingen’s retirement, aceording to the 
military critics, represents a great Russian tactical success.

RAIN AND MIST 
INTERFERE WITH 
OPERATIONS

LONDON, July 17.—The_ British 
oficial statement on the progress, of 
the campaign issued tonight reads: 

“Rain and heavy mist again inter- 
fered with the operations. Nothing of 


importance occurred on the Britisn 
front today. 

“In the local actions which have 
tnken place we Jhave capturea some 


more prisoners, and the total number 
of unwounded German prisoners taken 
by us since July 1 is 189 officers and 
10,779 other ranks, 

“The German losses in artillery are 
even greater than at first reported. 
The captured armament already col- 
lected by our troops now includes five 
eight-inch howitzers, three 6-inch 
howitzers, four 6-inch guns, five other 
heavy guns, 37 field guns, thirty trencn 
howitzers, sixty-six machine guns and 
many thousands of rounds of ammun- 
ition of all descriptions, 

“The above ts exclusive of many 
funs not yet brought in and numbers 
destroyed by our artillery bombard- 
ment and abandoned by the enemy.” 


IN _VOLHYNIA 
‘RUSSIANS STILL 
PRESS THE ENEMY 


PRTROGRAD, July 17, via London, 
July 18.—The official communication 
issued from general headquarters to- 
day reads, 

“A Zeppelin appeared yesterday 
above Riga and threw thirteen bombs 
on the lower part of the town, In 
Volhynia, in the reglon of the lower 
Lipa, our troops continued to press the 
enemy. Prisoners are still coming in. 
Northwest of Kimpolung, our cavalry 
have advanced wong the Kirmibaba- 
Marmarooksiget road, 

“The eniperor has sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Grand Duke Michael 
at Tiflis. ‘With joy I learn that you 
have assumed the offensive, Regard- 
ing the victories gained by my Cauca- 
san heroes, give them my warm 
thanks and my confidence in their 
determined devotion,’ 

“In an aerial fight above the en- 
cmy’'s positions west of Dvinsk onr 
aviators distinguished themselves. Pilt 
Puchkel, with Observer Kovenko, 
while reconnoitring beyond Abell, was 
suddenly attacked from the rear by a 
German Fokker, Koverko was woun- 
ded in the hand, but our machine 
turned back ond attacked the enemy 
putting him to flight, Then our ma- 
chine continued — reconnoitring and 
completed its task, 

“Beyond Rikishki the Fokker again 
attacked the same machine, success- 
ful shots causing much damage to the 
latter, Under the fire of machine 
guns the Fokker quickly disappeared, 
but soon returned and for the third 
time attacked our machine, Kovenko, 
notwithstanding his wounds, pluesed 
the hole in the radiator tube caused by 
the enemy's shot, and prevented a dis- 
aster.

CONFERENCE ON 
IRISH QUESTION 


Question Will Be Taken Up At 
Imperial Conference After 
War Was Over. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 17.—Premier As- 
quith announced today that the new 
Irish bill will be introduced in parila- 
ment before the adjournment for the 
eutumn recess and repeated that the 
whole Irish question would be submit- 
ted to an imperial conference after the 
war, 

It is understood that the bill will not 
be presented until next week, and in 
the meantime the delay is allowing all 
to erystallize which threatens trouble 
and indications are that the measure 
is to have anything but a smooth pas 
suge. 

An important meeting of a new 
party, . representing the Laarcowne 
views of the Lloyd George compromise 
was held in the House of Commons 
today. Seventy-five members of the 
House of Lords and ninety-eight mem- 
bers of the House of Commons were 
present and it was said that the party 
is daily growing larger, Resolutions 
were carried by acclamation declar- 
ing that the party “views with appve- 
hension the attempt to establish an 
Irish parliament and executive so soon 
after the rebellion and during the war 
and welcomes Lord Lynsdowne's av 
surance that the goverment will .ake 
necessary steps to suppress treason 
ond gedition in Ireland and uphold the 
supremacy of the law.”

ANXIETY TO GERMAN PEOPLE | *- 


Second British Blow Was Unexpected In Its Severity, Although 


Efforts Were Made to Reinforce Lines As Much 


Possible— 


German Press Almost Entirely Ignoring Offensive In West and 
Paying Much Attention to Verdun. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

ROTTERDAM, July 16.—The Br'l- 
tish army's new blow has caused the 
deepest anxiety in German hearts, 
when the forward movement, perhaps, 
is only in its first stages, It is fully 
realized that this success is not only 
of importance itself, but has infinitely 
greater significance than the assauit 
on the first line. 

Whilst German headquerters were 
prepared for the necessHy of giving 
way at some points when the British 
offensive was first launched they be- 
lieved that the second Jine would be 
eble to withstand all pressure, The 
positions just captured were defended 
with great strength, 

After the taking of the first line by 
the tremendous British attack, efforts 
were mide to reinforce the second line, 
ly both men and guns, and troops 
brought up, not only from other fronts 
but large drafts of even fresh forma- 
tions from positions behind the front 
and also in Germany. 

The Germans reckoned on a repeti- 
tion of the Neuve Chappelle-Loos- 
Champagne campaign, when, by con- 
centrating troops at the point threat- 
ened, they prevented any further ad- 
vance, 

That the second British blow 


suc- 


ceeded is recognized as the raost signi- 
ficant fact associated with any of the 
allies’ military operations since the 
beginning of the war. It is possible 
that the Germans did not realize Ju 
time the tremendous force the allies 
would put into their blow and they did 
not abandon the offensive against Ver- 
dun. Although a certain number of 
troops were hastened away to some 
districts, they were quickly replaced 
with drafts from depots. 


The German government, through 
the press, is representing the fighting 
on the Meuse as of real importance lu 
the situation in the west front On the 
successful British offensive th» mili- 
tary critics are silent with unanimity 
which cannot be avcidental, whilst all 
the newspapers give prominence to the 
trivial German successes in the Verdun 
district, 

A neutral traveller from Berlin 
tates when the report came that the 
English offensive had really com- 
menced the people were amazed and 
for a few days did not believe it. The 
amazement now, however, has given 
way to dismay. The.general effect of 
the British success is even of greater 
importance than the results achieved 
on the field. 


250 RECRUITS ARE SECURED 
IN THREE WEEKS’ CAMPAIGN 


Men Are Not Coming In Fast Enough 
Their Regular W Conference

Solution Is Conscription 


Asserts Lt.-Col. Bowen. 


“All recruiting from meetings is at 
an end. We have got to go right in 
and pull out the men, Really, there 


is only one way left now and _ the 
sooner we have that the better.” Thus 
spoke Lieut.-Col. Bowen, of the 202nd 
Battalion to Major Kerby, head of re- 
cruiting in Alberta, who had a con- 
ference of recruiting officers at the 
Macdonald Hotel yesterday afternoon. 

The matter under discussion was re- 
cruiting in the city, and while some 
Erogress was reported, the general 
opinion was that the present methods 
were insufficient and that unless somv 
more definite action was taken it 
would be impossible to fill the battal- 
ions now recruiting in the city, 

Some complaint was made about 
outside battalions being allowed to ro- 
crult in the city, and it was asserted 
that hundreds of men had been taken 
out of the city fo make up battalions 
in other provinces, 

Major Kerby outlined the work that 
he was doing among the farmers, the 
object of which was to persuade the 
farmers to employ only married men 
or men physically unfit to enlist. In 
this work he believed that he would 
have the co-operation of the United 
Farmers’ Association, He was en- 
deavoring where possible, to form a 
committee in each village to look after 
recruiting. 

Eye Sight No Bar 

Major Kerby said the medical corps 
was in need of men, In this case they 
were willing to take men whose eye- 
sight fell below even the standard re- 
cently modified and who were suffer- 
ing from defects which otherwise de- 
barred them from joining. The only 
consideration was that education 
should be good. 

Figures Not Good Enough 

Reports were handed in as to the 
recent recruiting and also during er- 
bibition week, Recruits gained since 
June 25th total 250, divided as fol- 
lows: 228rd Battalion, 17; 218th Bat- 
talion, 44; 197th Battalion, 27; 138th 
Battalion, 26, 143rd Battalion (Ban- 
tams), 28; 194th Battalion (High- 
landers), 48; Canadian Pioneers, 27, 
zO2nd Battalion (Sportsmen) 34,

Submarine At Baltimore Is

BIG SUFFERER 


Many Railway and Highway 
Bridges Are Washed 
Out.

RALBIGH, N.C., July 17,—Flood 
waters which swept parts of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Virginia, 
Tennessee and West Virginia yester- 
day taking a toll of at least nine lives 
rendered hundreds of persons home- 
less and doing property damage varl- 
ously estimated at from $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000, were receding today, 

The worst conditions obtained In 
western North Carolina, where the 
flood was described as the most dis- 
astrous in the history of that section. 
Asheville and its environs were the 
heaviest sufferers, but with train ser- 
vice at a standstill as a result of wash- 
outs, slides and lost bridges, tele 
graph service crippled and roads al- 
most impassable, it probably will be 
several days before the full extent of 
death and destruction will be deter- 
mined, 

Lower Asheville still was flooded to- 
day by the waters of the French broad 
river, which went over its banks yea- 
terday morning, sweeping away milla 
and other manufacturing plants and 
a number of homes, Two details oc- 
curred in the city proper while six 
other persons’ were drowned in the 
town of Biltmore to the east and two- 
score persons, including men of a 
railway construction gang, who went 
down with a bridge were listed as 
missing. 

Between Asheville and Salisbury 
railway bridges were washed out on 
the Catawba river and further south 
along the same river railroad and 
highwey bridges were carried away 
and the tracks were under water. Saw 
mills and other property as well as 
livestock suffered throughout this 
section. 

Similar conditions obtained on the 
Yadkin river around Lexington, N.C., 
and dead animals, wreckage from 
mills, cotton, tobacco, ofl and other 
debris floated down the raging stream, 

In the Pledmont section of South 
Carolina crops suffered great damage, 
highway bridges were washed away 
ana railroad service was badly interes 
rupted, 


THREE STEAMERS 
REPORTED SUNK 


Large Steamships Are Prey To 
Attacks of German Sub- 
marines, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 17,—-Lioyds reports 
the British steamer Euphorbia, the 
Italian steamer Sirra and the steamer 
Virginia (probably British) sunk. 

The Euphorbia measured 3,937 tons 
built in 1907, and’ belonged to the

British -Massed For Herculean 
Drive to End the Great War

More Than a Million Men in Trenches With Mighty Guns, Such as the 
World Has Never Known, Ready to Break Thro 
Lines—Miles on Miles of Railroads Built Back.of The 

rt Movement—Success Now is a Question of Leadership,

Ing turnpikes have been motalted and 


repaired, Every bridge in this dis- 
trict has been strengthened, 

The tremendous advantage the 
Germans have had heretofore has 


been in the possession of a sufficiency 
of strategic railroads, The immen- 
sity of this superiority was keenly 
iliustrated at Verdun, where the 
Germans had eighteen lines converg- 
ing in the Verdun district, while the 
French were forced to improvise auto- 
mobile transport to make up for the 
deficiencies of their two inferlor lines 
of rail, The British drive will be the 
only one in which the Germans will 
bave been met on equal ground since 
the beginning of the war, 

(b) The driving force against the 
German front will be greater in this 
offensive than in any previous one on 
either front, 

Some comparative figures will be 
given later, Meanwhile it should be 
observed that the British will have 
not less than 1,200,000 men—net 
strength — concentrated on their 
eighty-five miles of front. I mean by 
this 1,200,000 fighting men, Back of 
the fighting men are at least 600,000 
soldiers of the lalson—the supply 
corps and the repair corps and 
the railroad corps, and the 
bridge building corps and Sir Wil- 
liam Robertson alone knows whit 
other corps. Usually the strength of 
an army is given 4s the total of 
combatants and uniformed workmen, 
in this case the figure given means 
that 1,200,000 men are actually subject 
to call for the front trenches, 

Thanks to the 8,000 miles of new 
railroad, these men can be shifted 
rapidly, Every other drive has bro- 
ken down because of mechanical dif- 
ficulties, It Was necessary to hold up 
the operations in order to get fresh 
trops to the front, to “clean” the front 
of wounded men and broken organi- 
zation, to send fresh supplies forward 
This great network of = railroads 
ineans that what an  automobilist 
would call the “torque” is continu- 
ous. At Verdun the German opera- 
tions have been marked by frequent 
pauses while new divisions were 
brought up. The British will be able 
to hammer absolutely without cessa- 
tion, if they desire, It is again a mat- 
ter of leadership. 

(c) Mor the first time on this front 
the German#ewill be met gun for gun 
and sheil for shell, 

Irom the beginning they have had 
a notable superiority in heavy artillery 
and it has been demonstrated that 
heavy artillery wins wars. For «4 
time at Verdun the French held them 
even, This was after the first two 
weeks of breakdown because of mea- 
gre transportation facilities, and be- 
fore the French guns began to wear 
out. Of late the Germans have had 
a superiority, both in numbers and 
in guns at Verdun, Only French hero- 
ism and the French genius for sol- 
diering kept the Germans away, 

This time the British will be on 
even terms, A torrent of heavy guns 
has been coming over from England 
lately. A soldier friend recently 
toured the English front. “I found

batteries of big guns that had never 
been fired tucked away behind every 
haystack,” said he, “The country fair- 
4y crawls with them, Here and there 
ene is in use for ranging purposes, 
and the crews of the hidden guns are 
sent to it to watch it work,” Some of 
these guns have been sent to the 
French front, where the Frefich pro- 
nounce them marvellous, What is far 
more important, French gunners have 
been sent to the English batteries, It 
tnkes time to make a gunner out of a 
greenhorn, The French have always 
specialized on artillery, The English 
did not realize its importance until the 
war was well under way. . 

(¢) In a myriad of minor ways the 
preparation for the English drive has 
been painstakingly thorough. Much 
impatience has been exhibited ba- 
cause of their slowness to act, but 
this has not been well grounded, The 
previous offensives have fallen dowa 
because they were hastily conceived 
and carelessly executed. This time 
the British have gone about the jJov 
of getting ready as though they had 
all time and a decent slice of eternity 
in which to work, Of th® 3,000 miles 
of railroad mentioned a fair share are 
standard gauge for full sized railroad 
trains. The remainder are Decau- 
villes, 

British Have Awakened. 

“The British fleld telephone system 
is better built than the state owned 
system of France,” a French officer 
said to me the other day. “They have 
put up concrete poles and proper in- 
stallations. It is so good that I under- 
stand that when the war is over the 
British will turn it over to France as 
a gift.” 

That may seem a waste of time and 
material, Perhaps it is. Nevertho- 
less, messages sent over that sort of 
a system will get through, and the 
getting through may mean the life of 
ft corps at a time of pinch. The tele- 
phone wires in the fire zone are dif- 
ferently protected, of course. An 
equally efficient telegraph system has 
been built, Field hospitals are every- 
whore. The wounded man will be 
carried to the dressing station by the 
stretcher bearers, carried by ambu- 
lance to the railroad, and in many 
instances be on his way to England 
in a hospital train within six hours 
from the time that he was hit, 

Supplies have been sent forward, 
so that the rails will not be impeded 
reedlessly at times of stress. Thou- 
sands of tons of shell have been bur- 
jed behind the battery stations; no one 
knows how many thousands tons. The 
enormity of shell production may be 
Kauged by the fact that I visited one 
shell factory the other day in which 
16,000 persons are employed daily, and 
this was only one, and not the largest 
one in Franee., The shells are buried 
to protect them from hostile fire and 
from the eyes of spies and fliers, 

Shelis are not the only things that 
have been cached back of the front. 
Yommy's beloved jam and bacon are 
likewise hidden there. So are medi- 
cal suppliies—hundreds of tons of ban- 
dages and drugs and splints—and lit- 
terally thousands of tons of rifle am- 
munition and hand = grenades. The 
Briton has taken to the hand grenade 
kame like a boy to a melon patch. 
Most of them have played some out- 
door game, and are good raw ma- 
terial for grenadiers, Nothing is 
quite so good as the grenade either 
for ¢rench defense or ‘‘trench clean- 
ing,’ and no one js quite so good as 
the Briton with the hand-bomb, The 
trenches are mines of high explosives. 
No troops on earth can stay in a trench 
against competent grenadiers, once the 
latter get near enough to exercise their 
art. 

Keeping Facts From Germans 

All this has required time and time 
and more time. When the war began 
the English army provided two ma- 
chine guns to an organization as 
against sixteeg in the equivalent Ger- 
man organization. To complete the 
general unreadiness the English gun 
was not much good, Even today the 
German gun is certainly as good as 
any in the field, but the new English 
gun is said to be very fine. And 
there are plenty of them. It is no 
particular trick to run a machine 
gun—provided that the men who run 
it have the sort of courage which 
faces unblenching greater chances of 
death in each action than any other 
men in Hne—and they have taken to 
it rather kindly, It is too early as 
yet to say whether they will be 
equally efficient with the big guns, 

Before the British move could be 
started a new gun was designed and 
made and gunners were trained for it. 
It is sheer suicide to attempt offensive 
action without plenty of the machine 
guns, in face of the lavish German 
equipment. Today the British have 
plenty. This accounts for some part 
of the delay on the British part. 
Moreover, the stocking of that vast 
establishment for killing was a mat- 
ter of time and care, The Germans 
knew perfectly well, of course, that 
something was going on, but it was 
desireble that they should not know 
just what was going on. So that the 
British filers have tried to fight the 
German filers out of the air, When 
they failed, movement ceased until 
the watching “bird” was brought 
down, 

“When a Fokker was in the air we 
were like so many chickéns hiding 
from the hawk," said a man of the 
transport department. 

To conceal the massing of mon back 
of the front the farmhouses in which 
they were billeted were packed full of 
bunks built 2 and 8 stories high, 
Otherwise the cantonments would have 
grown in size until even a blind enemy 
would have known wnat Was going on, 
and the Germans have never been 
blind. Much of the work was done at 
night. An intelligence department 
was created to deal with spies, “and 
Was first taught to be intelligent,” as 
one of its members said. 

Flanders is full of spies, because the 
peasant population is largely German 
in blood and sympathy. The English 
have preferred to suffer the annoy- 
ances of this condition rather than 
evacuate them. For all that, they are 
not softly pitiful in dealing with spies 
once caught. They have been execut- 
ed by the score, }erhaps by the hun- 
dred, A French «fficer with whom 1 
rode not long ago had been unfortun- 
ate enough to have been called on to 
preside at five court-martials of spies. 
The five were shot, 

“One was a woman," he said, sadly- 
“and French, She did not die well— 
but what would you? fy her treach- 
ery she had endangered the lives of 
140 men,” 

Now a Queation of Leadership. 

All this having been done, the suc- 
cess of the move comes down to a 
question of leadership. The men of 
the British army are beyond doubt all 
right. They have lost trenches now 
and then, but either stde roses trenches 
whenever the other side is prepared 
to pay the price. Robertson and Haig 
have continued the old plan of “blood- 
ing" regiments, by sending them green 
into a first line trench and letting them 
kill a few Germans and get a few of 
thetr own men killed in the process, 
When the fracas is over and the rook- 
fes calm down they find they know

more about war than they were ever 
taught at Aldershot. Approximately 
the same process is pursued with the 
British officer. His Weakness has al- 
ways been a dislike for taking cover, 
and an arrogant contempt for the 
other fellow. Broadly speaking, if 
he persists in this attitude on the front 
he does not live long enough to be a 
real menace to the safety of his com- 
mand, 

It is upon the officer that the respon- 
sibility of the big move rests. The 
plans have been carefully worked out 
with the French general staff, to the 
last item. General Foch is the repre- 
sentative of the French with the Bri- 
tish, Haig will be in command, of 
course—under Robertson—but Foch 
will be listened to with the respect 
that his positive genius for war de- 
mands, In the “power-houses"” of the 
British army are big maps, in which 
every inch of trench and road on both 
sides is shown, scores of English fliers 
have lost their lives In taking photo- 
graphs of the German outfield from 
which these maps were made. The 
schedule for the drive Itself will be 
worked out with the absolute preci- 
sion of a train despatcher handling 
his passenger runs, 

The new “concentric fire’ will be 
used upon the German trenches, of 
course, By this plan at a given mo- 
ment shells from guns massed deep 
will be poured upon perhaps a mile 
wide of the German front. At Ver- 
dun the Germans have at time used 
80 many guns that if they had been 
ranged hub to hub tne line must have 
bent in the form of a bow to accom- 
modate them all. Upon a given mo- 
ment the shell fire ceases, The ter- 
rain on which that steel torrent has 
poured had been simply torn to bits, 
It is as though it has been shaken 
through a giant sieve. A few stunned 
and terror stricken men may remain 
ailve in the few dugouts that have not 
been blown in by the concussions, but 
not many. 

A whistle has blown in the other 
trenchs at the moment the shell fire 


stopped and the attacking party has 
raced forward to occupy the new 
ground, There is little fear of ef- 
fective opposition, The men who held 
that ground are for the most part only 
torn piles of old clothes that in some 
mysterious manner have lost much of 
their resemblance to humanity. The 
attackers fall to with entrenching 
tools in feverish haste to “dig in” 
against the enemy’s return shell fire. 
The bombardiers go from hole to hole 
“cleaning” the trenches. At such a 
time there is little chance for quarter. 
Meanwhile the artillery has lengthened 
its range, to work upon the section of 
enemy trench, which lies back of the 
captured portion, and to search for 
the enemy's gun positions, which have 
been located during the battle by the 
fliers, who have themselves fought in 
mid-air against the hawks who defend 
their eyries, 

That by this means it Is possible to 
break the enemy’s line has been suf- 
ficiently demonstrated in the past. The 
English broke the German line at 
Neuve Chapelle, but their own = ar- 
rangements went wrong. They turned 
their guns into their own men. This 
useless loss stopped the English of-

In 
Champagne one regiment of French 
troops actually got seven kilometres 
on the German side of the Germans, 
Then they had to fight their way back 
again. At Verdun the Germans one 
day had a gap bitten through, straight 
for the city—but they didn't know it 
in time. One might continue, 


The weakness of every previous of- 
fensive has been that the men and 
supplies were lacking when the climax 
of the drive was reached, The trans- 
portation lines had been cluttered up. 
Time was required to take the wound- 
ed to the rear and bring up fresh 
troops and munitions, That time gave 
the enemy a chance to make good his 
losses and patch up his holes. When 
the offensive was resumed it was not 
in fact a resumption, but was more 
truly an entirely new drive directed 
by a weakened force against a weak- 
ened defense. The defense always has 
the best of it. The Germans have in 
the paat had particularly the best of it 
because of their railroads. They 
could “clean” their rear in a day bet- 
ter than the allies could in three. 


The theory is that it will be dif- 
ferent this time. It is because this is 
the theory that the preparatory opera- 
tions have been conducted with such 
a massive tardiness. When the move 
starts, the hope is that it will keep on 
moving as irresistibly, if as slowly, as 
a glacier.> The British can withdraw 
exhausted troops ane replace them 
with fresh men and not delay the pro- 
gress of affairs for an hour, thanks to 
that enlaced and cross-bearred railroad 
system, The Germans will lock this 
very valuable privilege, It is probable 
that some French troeps will be mingl- 
ed with the Englishmen, The element 
of racial rivalry is valuable at such a 
time, not to speak of the added weight ® 
given by the best fighting men on the 


continent. No one who has watched 
the French perform’ will deny their 
title to this compliment. 

“Tho British preparation has been 
perfection itself,” said a Freneh  of- 
ficer who has inspected the entire Tri- 
tish front and Who speaks with a- 
thority, “The men are right and 
there are enough of them; the roads 
are right and there are enough; the 
guns are right and the shells are right 
and thero is enough of both, The suc- 
cess of the move. will depend this year 
entirely on the manner in which they 
are led, 


“If wo do not go through this year 
we will go through next-year,"”

Appeal Court Hearing Final 
Arguments of Convicted 
Arch Traitor 


London, July 17.—-A new chapter 
opened today in Sir Roger Casement's 
legal fight against being executed for 
high treason for his activities in the 
Dublin revolt, Sir Roger's case has 
reached the court of criminal appeal. 

Justice Darling, by reason of his 
seniority as king's bench judge, pre- 
sided, with Justices Bray and Scrut- 
on on his right and Justices Lawrence 
and Atkin on his left. 

Sir Roger's counsel immediately 
upon opening argument emphasized 
the technical point that the law gov- 
erning treason does not include any 
offence of adhering to the king’s 
enemies outside of the realm,

& Co,, and other contractors, the 
claims being Escher Wyss Zuprich, 
£19,500; Siemen's Co., Canada, $1,000, 
Bellis & Morcom, Ltd., $3,000. 

At it was understood that the Britieh 
rovernment had taken over the works 
and stock of the Escher Wys# company 
in England, the supposition was that 
they would be unable to carry out any 
contracts, but after interviewing the 
representatives of the firm at Montreal, 
Mayor Henry says that he has evidence 
that they ure prepared to and caa 
carry ou the contract.

IS TALKED OF

Mr. Stewart was carrying a ‘Wel- 
come Progressives’ sign when he 
stepped from the Chicago train, and 
he says he is going to make it em- 
phatic in the big free-for-all “talk 
feast’ which is scheduled for tomor- 
row as sort of curtain raiser to the 
convent.cn. “IT am not here in the 
interests of Mr. Hanly," said = Mr, 
Stewart. “Mr. Hanly is not a candi- 
Cate for the presidential nomination, 
though I understand that he possess 
more strength with the delegates than 
any other man, But I am here to 
see the Prohibition party do that 
which will be of greatest benefit to 
the party and the cause, and it may 
be that affiliation with the Progressi- 
ves will prove the proper move.” 

But all the national leaders of the 
Prohibition party do not feel about it 
as does Mr. Stewart. Jugene W., 
Chafin, Arizona, who twice was the 
Prohibition nominee for president, is 
not in favor of any such union with the 
Progressive party, and is unalterably 
oposed to the nomination for vice- 
president of John M. Parker, the Pro- 
gressive party nominee for that office.

Senators Manager Takes Drastic

NEW YORK, July 38—When Clarke 
Griffith was hit in the face by “Sam” 
Agnew at Washington about ten days 
ago, the manager of the Senators then 
and there became a martyr to a cause 
that for three years has been what 
many think a disgrace to Boston base- 
ball, if not to the entire American 
League. On. the face of it the riotous 
happenings at Washington, started by 
Carl Mays, who hit George McBride 
with a pitched ball, and ended by in- 
terference of police, would seem to be 
only one of the many players under 
the stress of excitement, lost control 
of temper and gorget surroundings. 
But such is not the case, 

Think Champions Unfatr. 

It would be unfair to Griffith to say 
that the whole proceedings was pre- 
meditated by him, as that would in a | 
way convict Griffith in acting the role 
of a reformer, Also Griffith is using 
desperate means to attempt a‘correc- 
tion of Boston's fault that has long 
been dangerous to the good health of 
opposing ball players. 

Among the players there is a strong 
conviction that Boston Red Sox pitch- 
ers have been intentionally using a 
“bean ball," with the purpose of 
frightening opposing batters. Hubert 
Leonard is said to have proudly boast- 
ed of “dusting off” such men as “Ty” 
Cobb and like stars, On many occa- 
sions batters have only been kept out 
of a fist fight with Leonard by prompt 
interference of cooler heads, New 
York “fans” will remember a recent 
incident at the Polo Grounds; when 
Leslie Nunmaker threw a bat at 
Leonard, and did it because Leonard 

ust missed hitting Nunamaker on the 

ead with a pitched bail, 


Griffith Airs Views. 

Only a few days ago Griffith gave his 
views of such “criminal actions” as he 
termed them. He said at that time he 
had spoken to Byron Bancroft John- 
son about the actions of the Boston 
pitchers, but had never received any 
satisfaction from the president of the 
league. Griffith then promised that 
he would forcibly bring the matter to 
the attention of Mr. Johnson, even if 
he had to take drastic action himself. 
And it seems he has taken this drastic 
action. 

“T have warned Bill Carrigan not to 
allow his pitchers to take any lIiber- 
ties with my players,” said Griffith. 
“I informed Carrigan that any. at- 
tempt to use the ‘bean ball’ would be 
the signal for action on my part. 

“I fully intend to take care of my 9 
players and I do not think I would be 
doing my duty if I stood aside and al- 9 
lowed Leonard and others to deliber- 
ately throw at the head of a man, I 
certainly will, be ready for. war. the 
first time it is tried. Just what I will 
do I am not certain of myself, but I 
surely think that the instant one of 
my players is hit by a pitched bat I 
will take a bat and hammer some 
sense into the head of the | Boston 
pitcher. 

Going on For Three Years, 

“For three years now Boston pitch- 
ers have been trying to ‘kill’ the other 
players of the league. Maybe this is 
too strongly put, but surely they have 
driven the opposing players away from 
the plate by unfair tactics, There is 
nothing sportsmanlike in seeing how 
close one can come to hitting a “bat- 
ter just to frighten the batter. 1 

“IT want Mr, Johnson to establish a 
rule against such procedure. He could 
stop the Boston tactics immediately if 
he would, But to date he has only seén 
fit to ignore the demands of the seven 
other managers in the league.” 

Undoubtedly this was the state of 
mind of Griffith when Mays hit Mc- 
Bride in the game at Washington. And 
undoubtedly this started Griffith on 
the warpath and resulted in his being 
hit in the face by Agnew. 

Whether or not the actions of, Grif- 
fith will accomplish his purpose time 
only can tell, but it is certain that Mr. 
Johnson has received a full report of 
the fight from the umpires at the 
game, Also he possibly received,a 
more complete report from Griffith. 
That Griffith is right is the opinion of 
many disinterested critics of baseball,
